The reasons are 
given in a letter just received here by a 
member of the Cornell athletic council 
from a member oi the Harvard graduate 
committee. 


The letter says: "Harvard can hardly 


do anything but decline, not because of 
any strained relations with Yale, but be- 
cause it would be highly unbecoming for 
us, being in third place, to be one of the 
two American colleges to meet English- 
men. 
It would not be courteous to the 


Cornell athletic council nor friendly to 
the University of Pennsylvania, which 
has vanquished us this year, and which 
originated and most actively promoted 
this year the plan oi international inter- 
collegiate games."

Glimpses of Life in This Valley 


Over a Century Ago. 


VALUABLE OLD RECORDS DISCOVERED. 


As pretty a wedding as has happened 


here this season occurred last night in the 
Congregational church. William Herman 
Schram and Miss Estella Hopkins Clark 
were married by Rev. A. D. Penniman of 
Adams. The ceremony was preformed 
shortly after 8 o'clock in the presence of a 
very large number of spectators. 
The 


church was crowded to the doors. 
The 


edifice was finely decorated for the event. 
Part way up the middle aisle there was an 
arch of ferns and flowers and from its key- 
stone hung a silent bell. 
There was a 


bank of flowers in front of the altar and 
all around them were flowers, palms and 
evergreens, 
\Vhile the large audience 


awaited the arrival of the bridal party 
Professor Mietzke, who presided at the 
organ, played the overture from the opera 
of "The Merry Wives of Windsor," Nico- 
lai; gavotte, "Diana," Hofman, and the 
bridal chorus from "Eose Maiden," Owens. 
Ab the bridal party appeared the Bridal 
chorus from "Lohengrin" was played. 
The party entered with the ushers pre- ' 
ceding.

CENTRE STREET FIRE. 


An Oven in a Baker's Shop Threatens a 


Whole Block. 


A fire occurred yesterday afternoon on 


Centre street and had it not been for the 
prompt work of the fire department much 
damage would have been done. It occur- 
red in the cellar of J. M. Francoeur's bak- | 
ery, and it is believed it was caused by 
sparks from fee oven which is in the cel- 
lar directly under the store. The fire was 
discovered by a boy who works for Mr. 
Francoeur. The baking rooms had been 
shut up for the day when the smoke be- 
gan pouring out of the windows. When 
the department arrived a hole was cut at 
the door step and water poured in. The 
fire was soon extinguished. The loss to 
Mr. Francoeur's stock is large and will 
range between $500 and 51,000. His stock 
of flour was destroyed and most of his 
stock in the store upstairs has been ren- 
dered useless. The damage to the build- 
ing has been adjusted through Giles K. 
Tinker's agency for $209.50.

One of the Last Acts of East Hoosack And 


the First Town Meeting of Adams. 


Trials and Love About 1778. 


In these days of national peace and 


prosperity when the conditions are such 
as to permit of the highest social and 
municipal development and when in this 
community we are on the eve of cityhood, 
it will be interesting if not instructive to 
look back in the history of this town to a 
time more than a century distant and get 
a glimpse of the life then when revolution 
was stirring the land. This glimpse can 
be given by two books of ancient records 
that were discovered last week in the 
town office. One volume covers a period 
from 1778 to 1832, and it is of small propor- 
tions to contain the transactions of a j 
town for over fifty years. 
Its title is a 


sample of fancy penmanship and is an 
evidence of the artistic tastes and ability 
of our forefathers. 


The first record this precious volume 


contains is one of a meeting of the town 
of East Hoosack, the small beginning of 
this pretentious city. 
That meeting was 


held January 23,1778, and was for the im- 
portant purpose of acting in reference to 
the spiritual welfare of the village, not 
for any great appropriation of money nor 
the electing to office of any wire puller. 
Justin Holt was chosen moderator and 
Reuben Hinman was made clerk. 
There 


was a committee appointed to make a set- 
tlement with Mr. Todd. 
That man evi- 


dently was the minister, for the record is 
made that "provided he relinquish all 
right and title to all ministerial lands in I 
this town he be discharged from the 
work of the ministry." 
What standing 


Mr. Todd had cannot be known, for there 
is no reference to any regret or joy at his 
"discharge." 


There is just one record of East Hoosack 


and the next is of "the town of Adams in- 
corporated." 
It would seem that the 


record of the proceedings of incorporation 
are lost if ever there was any. 
The first 


annual meeting or March meeting of the 
town of Adams is dnly recorded. 
It was 


held March 8,1779. Captain Philip Mason 
was moderator and Isaac Arnold was town I 
clerk. 
Captain Phillip Mason, Captain j 


Israel Jones and Captain Reuben Hinman i 
were made choice cf for selectmen. 
Cap- j 


tain Hinman was intrusted with the town 
treasury, and Luther Rich, David Jewett 
and Eleazer Brown were chosen to pro- j 
vide for its enrichment by assessing. That j 
meeting was adjourned until the 22nd 
when Edmund Tinker, Benjamin Baker, 
William Smith. Jedekiah Hurd and John 
Kilburn were chosen a committee of safe- 
ty. William Baker was made collector of 
taxes and he was to be paid at the rate of 
nine pence in the pod*.K! for hip work. 
There were eight surveyors of higwaj'S 
chosen, a number capable of causing as 
much 
confusion 
as 
any 
board 
of 


road commissioners ever could. It was 
voted that one hundred pounds be raised 
by taxation for highways and it was set- 
tled two shillings and six pence per day 
should be the wages paid those who 
"worked the roads," 
It was stipulated, 


that payment should be made in money 01' j 
in Indian corn at the rate of two shillings 
and six pence a bushel. How would the 
laborers of today like to be offered one 
bushel of Indian corn in payment for one 
day's work? 


The next meeting was held July 5 of the 


same year. -It gives evidence of the ef- 
forts made for national independence. It 
was that day voted to give the nine- 
months' men ten dollars a month to be 
paid in grain at the stipulated price of 
wheat six shillings, rye four shillings and 
Indian corn three shillings a bushel. It 
will be noticed that in the short time from 
March S corn was quoted six pence a 
bushel higher in price. One hundred con- 
tinental dollars was to be given each of 
these nine-months' soldiers before they 
marched. As the years passed greater in- 
ducements were given to men to enlist. 
May 25,1780, it was voted to raise .*7000 
forthwith by taxation and the next month 
every man was offered two pounds, ten 
shillings a month for six months' service, 
the payment to be made in money or 
grain. 


While there were preparations for war 


there were also preparations for peace 
and government. October 4, 1779, Israel 
Todd was chosen as a delegate to Cam- 
bridge to assist in forming a constitution 
of government, and he was also chosen 
the town's agent to the general court to 
get an abatement of the state tax. Mr. 
Todd must have been a very trustworthy 
man for he was allowed large discretion- 
ary powers. From these honorary trusts 
of Mr. Todd it is gathered that at least a 
century ago men were confronted with 
the same problems that confront men to- 
day: problems of economy and govern- 
ment. There was another problem these 
fathers had which recently presented it- 
self to this town, and in the past and 
present it was solved in the same way. In 
1779, November 5, a meeting was held to 
satisfy some ambitious persons to see if 
any part of Adams should be annexed to 
2\ew Providence. The motion to annex 
was defeated two to one in a vote of forty- 
eight to twenty-four. But on the 22nd of 
the same month the annexation question 
came up again. This time the lovers of 
greater territory had things reversed. It 
was then desired to annex New Provi- 
dence to Adams, but that was voted down 
also. New Providence received the fate 
of Clarksburg. 


There is little evidence in the old rec- 


ords of the continuance of men in office. 
In 1780 Israel Hathaway, Reuben Hin- 
man and Eneas Parker were chosen se- 
lectmen. The other officers were just as 
much changed. The meetings, though 
evidently larger than some^of our special 
ones, were not of great proportions, for 
May 25,1780, the meeting was held at the i 
home of David Smith. Mr. Smith would ' 
be puzzled, did he live today, were the 
annual town meeting held at his home. 
The meetings owing perhaps to the tur- 
bulence of the times were more numei- 
ous than they are today. There were 
eight meetings from March S, 1779. to 
March 20,17SO, twelve days over a j'ear. 


As Julian Hawthorne said recently 


on "Salvation via the Rack" in which j 
be considered witchcraft).times, in those | 
days 
the roses bloomed, the 
birds 


sang and young men and maidens loved. 
There is no record of blooming roses 


nor singing birds, bat there is a large and 
cheering one of marriage intentions and 
marriage vows. It was then the custom 
to record the intentions of marriage. It 
might not do to doit now, so many change 
their minds and loves. In this old mar- 
riage record there are the intentions of 
many couples all of which it is hoped 
were happily fulfilled. Among the names 
are those of the old families of the valley, 
who gave to its people that respectability 
and independence which is their boast. 
They are gone as are many of the customs 
and most of the troubles of their times, 
yet much that is now prized is a legacy 
from those ancient people and days.

Large Cold Storage House Also to be 


Built. The Plant to be in Opera- 


tion in a Few Weeks. The 


Work Quietly Done. 


A new and important industry is to be 


established in this town at once. It is the 
manufacture of ice by C. F. Briggs & Co., 
at the r plant on Ashland street. 


Mr. Briggs had this enterprise in view 


when the mill was purchased, but he has 
perfected his arrangements in a very quiet 
way, going cautiously, and thoroughly in- 
vestigating every detail. After satisfying 
himself that he bad found what he wanted 
the remaining steps to be taken in the 
matter were simple, involving only a little 
time and the expenditure of a consider- 
able sum of money. 


Mr. Briggs after visiting many places 


where ice-making machinery is manufac- 
tured and carefully investigating every- 
thing connected with the business, decid- 
ed that the De La Vergne machine was 
the one best suited to the needs of the 
business here. This is manufactured by 
the De La Vergue Ice Machine and Re- 
frigerating company of New York, the 
oldest and largest ice machine manufac- 
turing company in the world, and 600 of 
whose machines are in successful opera- 
tion in all parts of the world. 
This ma- 


chine reached town several days ago and 
yesterday morning four men arrived from 
the manufactory to set it up. 
The ma- 


chine, which has a capacity of twenty 
tons of ice per day (twenty-four hoursiwill 
be in operation within three or four weeks. 


The heavy machinery will be set up in 


the engine room of the company's milt, 
the only additional toom necessary being 
the tank in which the freezing is to be 
done. This will be about thirty by forty 
feet and will be covered by a one story j 
building. 
This is all the building that I 


will ce necessary for the manufacture of j 
ice, but an ice house will of course have 
to be erected for the storage of the pro- 
duct. 


The thing of chief interest in connec- 


tion with the manufacture of ice, aside 
from the novelty of artificially producing 
such a commodity, is Che fact that the 
process insures an absolutely pure article. 
The water used in the manufacture of ice 
is cleansed of all solid impurities by pro- 
cesses of alteration, and is then converted 
into steam before being frozen. 
The 


boiling process removes all disease germs 
which might have passed the filters, with 
the result that the ice is as absolutly pure 
as anything that can be produced by the 
forces of nature and science combined. 
This fact in connection with another very 
important one, which is that the cost of 
manufacture is but little, if any more than 
that of cutting and storing natural ice, is 
worthy of and will receive the thoughtful 
attention of consumers of ice. 


Mr. Briggs says, however, that it is not 


his intention to enter into competition 
with the local ice men. He believes they 
have a field of their own and that he will 
be able to develop one for himself and 
that there will be ample room for all. 


The cakes of ice to be turned out by 


this machine will be forty-four by twenty- 
two inches and twelve inches thick and 
will weigh 300 pounds. 
At the place 


where this machine is manufactured Mr. 
Briggs saw ice twelve inches thick which 
was so clear that he could read common 
print plainly through it, and the same 
quality of ice will be manufactured here. 


In connection with this enterprise, 


which is the first of the kind to be intro- 
duced in this section, Briggs & Co. will 
erect a cold storage building for the pres- 
ervation of fruits, vegetables, poultry, 
meats, eggs and all perishable food pro- 
ducts. This will be a large building 
located by the side of the Boston & Al- j 
bany railroad tracks, so that freight can 
be unloaded from the cars directly into 
the building and taken out on the oppo- 
site side when wanted. This building will 
be for the use of marketmen and grocers 
and will prove a very valuable addition to 
their business facilities. 
j 


The cost of this plant, all complete and 


ready for operation, will be about 20,000, ! 
and in the operation of it from six to eight 
men will be employed. That C. F. Briggs 
& Co. have decided to establish such a 
valuable plant here will be good news to 
the people of the town, who are ever 
ready to welcome new enterprises with 
open arms. The manufacture of ice has 
been going on successfully for about fif- 
teen years, but it is only recently that the 
cost of the machinery has been reduced to 
a point that places artificial ice within | 
reach of the masses. Of the necessity of', 
the greatest possible purity of the water j 
and ice used for domestic purposes it is 
needless to speak. Hydrant water will be 
used for the ice made here. This, as is 
well known, is far above the average 
quality to begin with, and, purified as it 
must be by the piocess of manufacture, 
the congealed product will be second to 
none in the world.

REPUBLICANS LEADING OFF. 


Kvery thing promises an early and pro- 


longed presidential campaign next year. 
The Republican national committee is to 
mett in November, instead of December 
a> customary, presumably to give six 
months' notice of a May eonventio'i. 
Present indications are that neither party 
will have a silver plank in its platform. 
The South and New York have always 
controlled the Democratic convention, 
and the South is growing every day away 
from the silver craze. Aside from ex-Sec- 
retary Whitney, and possibly President 
Cleveland, no Democratic presidential 
timber is now floating on the sea of politi- 
cal 
prognostication. 
The Republican 


candidates are more numerous. Gov. Mi- 
Kinley is reported to have the aid and 
comfort of Senator Quay. Gen. Harrison 
is supported by Depew and Klkins. Alli- 
son of Iowa is to be brought out at the 
present Cleveland league meeting. Mr. 
Reed, though silent himself, is presented 
already by Senator Chandler's Concord 
Monitor, and the Republicans of the 
north-west favor Senator Cushman K. 
Davis. In New York the Democrats ar- 
manifestly getting together, while Mi. 
Platt keeps Republicans apart; but elsx- 
where Republican unity is universal. Th'' 
Government deficit makes necessary Re- 
publican legislation, and, on general prin- 
ciples, the country may be expected to 


prefer a party that can enable it to pay 
its bills without borrowing money. It 
isn't strange that Republican presidential 
candidates are coming forward and that 
Democratic possibilities are holding back, 
for the next Republican national conven- 
tion may be reasonably expected to name 
President Cleveland's successor. 


The Southern delegates to the League 


meeting of Republican clubs now in ses- 
sion at Cleveland, Ohio, are very unitedly 
and emphatically out-spoken for sound 
money. This is an instance where hones- 
ty is not only the best policy but also the 
best politics. The question is yet to be 
decided whether Southern delegates shall 
be admitted in their former numbers to 
the next Republican National convention. 
The advantage to that convention of wise 
action against silver will be favorable to 
the admission of delegates who may be 
expected to vote r.gainst it. 


Laidlaw has been awarded a judgment 


of $40,000 in his suit just decided against 
Russell Sage, a gain of «15,000 over his 
former award. Sage has appealed and 
says he will go to the Supreme Court of 
the United States before he will settle, 
and Lawyer Joseph H. Choate, Laidlaw's 
counsel, says he will stand by his client if 
it takes twenty trials. 


Gen. de Quesada, the Cuban revolution- 


ary leader, now in Xew York city, says it 
is costing the Spanish.'government * 125,000 
a day to carry on the hostilities in Cuba, 
and that the growing accessions to the in- 
surgents and the burden of the war cost 
upon the people of Spain are both so groat 
as to make Cuban independence probable 
within two years.

A STRAWBERRY PEDDLER'S MYSTER- 


IOUS DEATH NEAR PITTSFIELD. 


Found With 
His Head Battered 
In. 


Where are His Companions? 


Lying in the bottom of his wagon,which 


was standing beside the road, on the side 
of the Hancock mountain, six miles west 
of Pittsfield, was discovered 
yesterday 


morning, the unconscious form of DeWitt 
Curtis, a strawberry peddler of Nassua, N. 
Y., whose brusied and battered head at- 
tested to the foul deed that had been per- 
petrated. Two hours later he was dead, 
the victim of assassins whose names are 
as yet unknown, but suspected. 


All day yesterday the Pittsfield police 


were scouring the Berkshire hills about 
the Hancock mountains, to discover, if 
they could the whereabouts of two men 
who were seen with Curtis while on the 
road to the spot where his unconscious 
body was afterward discovered. 
But 


without success. 


The name of one of these men is William 


Wilxon of Lebanon Springs, a man well 
known in the section where the supposed 
crime was committed, and having also a 
wide acquaintance in Pittsfield among 
certain classes. The identity of the second 
man is doubtful, but suspected. From the 
statement made by a man who saw the 
three together in Pittsfleld yesterday 
afternoon, it is expected that the man was 
John Williams, who also, like the victim, 
is a resident of Nassau, N. Y. This, how- 
ever, is only suspicion, 
it is believed 


they are both hiding in the Taconic ridge 
of the Berkshire hills. 


The murder, if it is murder, of De Witt 


Curtis, is hidden beneath a veil of mystery 
which only time and police investigation 
can lift. Curtis was engaged in the ped- 
dling of strawberries, bringing them both 
from his own farm in Nassau and from 
West Lebanon to Pittsfield. 
On Sunday 


evening last, he left his home and arrived 
in Pittsfield Monday morning with a team 
loaded with strawberries. 
Yesterday 


afternoon he returned to West Lebanon, 
X. Y., a point midway between Pittsfield 
and his own home, and there met several 
berry growers whose fruit he brought to 
Pittsneld. 
He arrived there at an early 


hour and visited a number of markets dis- 
posing of his goods. 


It is supposed that some time during the 


day he fell in with the two men, Wilxon 
and Williams, for people who saw him 
about the streets aver that two men occu- 
pied the wagon besides himself, and that 
one of them was Wilxon. At about 6.30 
Curtis in company with the two men 
started for West Lebanon. 


Curtis died at the St. Elmo hotel in 


West Lebanon, where he was driven sev- 
eral miles lying in the bottom of his cart. 
The autopsy showed that he died from 
three blows inflicted on his head. The 
wife of the dead man is overcome with 
grief. 


"Who struck the blows which killed De 


Witt Curtiss?" Is now the question before 
the authorities of southern Berkshire.
